Many Names of Prominent Americans Added to 
the Appeal to President McKinley Made 
Through the World and Post- 
Dispatch. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—So prompt, so enthusiastic and so significant of 
American public sentiment did the petition to President McKinley to mediate in 
the South African trouble become that the New York World and the Post-Dis- 
patch cabled it and its weighty list of signatures to Queen Victoria and to Lord 


Salisbury. 


Yesterday were added to the petition another hundred of signatures from men 
of national reputation, Senators, Judges,’ Bishops, Presidents of colleges from 
Maine to California; State officers, Mayors, educators, leaders of religious thought, 


publicists. 


All were men whose opinions are highly valued, whose names cannot go 


unheeded. 


Many were not Satisfied with merely adding their names, but took eager ad- 
vantage of the opportunity offered to-express their hearty approval of the petition 
and of its purpose and their earnest hope that its object may be achieved. 

Senator Cockrell telegraphed from Warrensburg, Mo., to sign his name to the 
petition, as did Senators Pettigrew of South Dakota, Ross of Vermont, Burrows of 
Michigan, Gallinger of New Hampshire, Perkins of California and Clark of Montana; 


Clifton R. Breckinridge of lowa, Car! Schurz, 


Gen. Simon Bolivar Buckner, ex- 


Governor Altgeld of Illinois, and one hundred other men of equally high char- 


acter. 


Senator Tillman of South Carolina added spice to his message by saying: 
“You may add my name to the petition, though it will come with ill grace from 
President McKinley, who is engaged in work somewhat similar to the war in the 


Transvaal.” 


Daily the signatures will be added to the list now in the President’s hands and 
he will soon have the most representative petition for mercy ever placed before 


the head of a nation.

To-day’s race is like that of 
Tuesday, over a straightaway 
course to stakeboat—fifteen miles 
—and return; total distance, 


thirty miles. 
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The course is changed for each 
race. The second will be over a 
triangular course, ten miles to 
each leg; total distance, thirty 


miles. 
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The starting line is formed by 
the flagship of the New York 
Yacht Club anchoring near one of 
the lightships. To get the yachts 
across the line a preparatory gun 
on the flagship is fired fifteen 
minutes before the crossing time. 
This starts. the racers milling 
about, each trrying to get in a 
better position for crossing the 
line than the other. Ten minutes 
later, a second gun, called the 
warning gun, is fired. Finally 
the third gun is fired, and then 
the two yachts are free to cross. 
But after this third gun sounds 
the racers have two minutes left 
during which they may cross, and 
a fourth gun announces the end 
of that limit. Each racer is timed 
on the second it crosses by chro- 
nometer on the flagship bridge.

THE KAISER’S SKIPPER. 


Capt. Ben Parker Really Sailed the 
Shamrock Tuesday. 

NEW YORK, Oct, 5.—Capt. Ben Parker, 
the German Emperor's racing skipper, who 
has been spoken of in the jcapacity of an 
additional captain on the ®Bhamrock, was 
greatly in evidence on the Ifish cup hunter 
yesterday. 

His advice to Capt. Wringe, who held the 
tiller of the yacht nearly all day Tuesday, 
ussisted materially in keeping the chal- 
lenger well up with the Columbia 

Capt. Parker arrived on the liner New 
York, but owing to the fact that he sailed 
under an assumed name the unknown 
“Capt. Jones of Southampton” managed te 
arrive in port and get salely avvaiu Cie 
Shamrock without being interviewed. 

During a conversation on board the Erin 
one of the officers of the yacht said that 
Capt. Hogarth did not touch the tiler of 
the Shamrock during the rae. 

“What did he do, then?’ was asked. 

“Why. he just attended to) the sais, and 
did it well, too. It was ‘Bob’ Wringe, as 
clever a man as ever stepped aboard a cut- 
ter, that managed to get away with the 
start, and right nicely he a¢complished it, 
too. After that ‘Bob’ gave wp the stay to 
Capt. ‘Ben’ and he took the boat all the 
wav over the course.” | 

‘“‘Are you net mistaken 
reporter.

“I mean the gentleman who was 
alongside a short time ago in the launch 
with Capt. Hogarth and Wringe and Mr.

had put in a windward position and was 
heading it now on what had changed -from 
a broad run to something very like a reach 
with sheets eased off. 

At her seven miles out the Columbia was 
footing away and making gains. The gains 
were very small ones, but yet the fact was 
apparent that while the Shamrock ‘was 
lifted only by occasional spurts, the’ Co- 
lumbia was averaging better. ? 

The Shamrock was showing herself to be 
a wonderful light weather boat, yet the 
Columbia. \ as displaying the extra bit that 
bore her first reputation, 

At 10 miles out the two boats were headed 


eral points over their true course, with 
the Columbia at least a quarter of a mile 
in the lead, which was later increased to 
almost a mile. 


At 1:4 o'clock both boats could be indlis- 


_tinetly seen from Long Island Beach. There 


was a long stretch of water between them, | 


and there was little wind. They seemed 
j}to be heading westward, with balloon. jib 
| topsail, mainsails and club topsails set, but 
were making little headway. Both boats 
seemed to be practically becalmed. 

In the first part of the race Capt. Barr, 
on the Columbia, met the Shamrock’s cap- 
tain at every move. While Columbia was 
heading northeast or seven points to wind- 
ward of her true course, the yacht sailing 
as close to the rim as it could without 
spilling the breeze out of her sails she was 
plainly increasing her lead every minute, 
while the Shamrock, although she had 
worked out to windward, lost rather than 
gained by the play for position. Then Barr 
ensed the Columbia to win a point or two 
of her true course, as it was evident that 
the Bhamrock was falling behind and be- 
coming less dangerous, The Columbia had 
now inereased her lead well beyond the 
quarter of a mile and the breeze was holding 
true from the north and, though light at 


: 


well up to 


east by south on a broad reach, being sev- |: 


the best, was enough to give the racers 
fair movement. Columbia seemed to he 
much better handled than in ~ucsdiy’s 
race. 

By skillful maneuvering Barr managed to 
outpoint the Shamrock. But the luffing 
matches took the beats far out of their 
course, and they consumed a good deal of 
time In getting back on the line to reach 
the outer mark. 

As the yachts neared the stake boat they 
headed east on the starboard tack near to 
each ~— other, They had caught a light 
breeze, that stiffened for a time, and Co- 
lumbia maintained her lead. 

Irom Long Branch at 2:3 the boats did 
not seem to be more than 100 yards apart, 
but the haze made it difficult to judge 
What Columbia's lead was. 

At 3 o'clock the leading boat, . which 
feemed to be the Columbia, had a lead ofa 
qvarter of a mile, and at the speed she 
was going she wis expected to cross the 
finish line within the time limit, 

The fog had. lifted and the two yachts 
Were running before the wind. 

At 3:0 the Shamrock seemed to have cut 
down Columbia's lead, having 
a favorable breeze, which Capt. 
made the most of. 

At 3:13 the boats were. within six miles 
of the finish line, and at the Highland the 
race seemed to be very close, the stern 
yacht crawling up ‘and reducing her rival’s 
advantage. The excursion fleet was keep- 
ing well off, giving them good chance. 
They were running under spinnakers, Co- 
lumbia having hers set to port. The 
Shamrock’s could not be so well distin- 
guished, but appeared tio be set to star- 
board. 

At 3:15 the haze again so obscured the 
yaenhts as to make it impossible to distin- 
guish them. When the haze lifted the 
stern boat had the larger spread of sail, 
which indicated she was the Shamrock. 

During the next five minutes the stern 
boat pulled up on the leader and appeared 
to be only a short distance behind. It 
looked like there was going to be a very 
exciting finish. 


GOING TO THE COURSE. 


Yachts and Excursion Fleets Get in Po- 
sition for the Race. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—When New York 
awoke this morning there was hardly a 
breath of air stirring, and a blanket of mist 
hovered over the roofs. But, as the sun 
rose, the misty mantle began to- flit, the 
sky showed up clear and blue, while the

wind began to veer 
freshen. 

At the yacht anchorages off the bay, 
Leng Island, Bay Ridge and Tompkinsville 
were pretty fleets of steam yachts, inter- 
mingled here'and there with stately sailing 
yachts, on board of which there was scrub- 


bing and burnishing, polishing and varnish- 
ing, preparatory to taking part in the gay 
parade. 

The old cup defender, Vigilant, off Tomp- 
kinsville, was the first sailing vessel to 
head seaward. She got under way at about 
6:30 a. m.. and with just enough of the 
morning air to keep her sails bellying out, 
hugged the Staten Island shore for tne 
“Avenue puffs” as she glided towards the 
Narrows. 

Off the Battery a fleet of about 40 news- 
paper tugs and steam yachts had assem- 
bled. 

3y 7 o’clock the mist had almost disap- 
peared, only a pleasant haze remaining over 
the blue waters. Quite a nice little ripple 
swept over the waters of the upper buv, as 
the early birds of the craft began to move 
toward the scene of the contest between 
the Shamrock and the Columbia for the 
much-coveted America’s cup, while all 
afloat and ashore breathed fervent hopes 
for a spanking breeze and a rattling race, 
“and, may the best boat win.” 

Then the big excursion boats began to 
toot impatiently for belated passengers an 
with prospects of a good day’s racing, the 
yachting flotilla began moving towards the 
ocean ‘in real earnest. ; 

The firet report from the Highlands of 
Navesink at 7:35, said the wind was about 
west, blowing eight knots, and showing 
signs of increasing. | 

The range of observation from the High- 
lands to the south and east was 10 miles; 
to the north and west it was noi more 
than four miles. The haze which obscured 
the Long Island shore showed signs of 
disappearing as the sun Came out, It 
looked as if the course would be toward 
the Long Island shore. 

Weather-wise people predicted that he- 
fore 11 o’clock there would be wind enough 
to start the yachts and that before finishing 
they might have all the wind they de- 
sired. 

The weather was pleasant at the Hook 
and a light sea was running. 

Before 6:30 a. m. the crew on the Co- 
lumbia had her jib and etay-sails up in 
stops and the cover was taken off the main- 
sail. 

The Shamrock people by that time uncov- 
ered her main-sail and hoisted her jib in 
stops. Then the crews went to breakfast 
and waited for further orders. 

The sea off the Sandy Hook shore was 
quite emooth, there being scarcely any 
surf on the beach: One or two pilot boats 
sailing around their station two or three 
miles off shore seemed to have scarcely any 
motion. 

At 8 o’clock, while the Scotland light- 
ship, four miles away, could be seen from 
the Highlands, the Sandy Hook lightship, 
eight miles away, was hidden from view. 
The fleet of yachts at the Hook was some- 
what larger than on Tuesday. 

The early morning conditions at the High- 
lands to-day indicated that the yachts 
would be sent away either from the Sandy 
Hook or the Scotland lightship before the 
wind, as was the case on Tuesday, but 
in this ease with the wind west south- 
west, the course would naturally take them 
the Long Island shore in- 
stead of to the Jersey coast. 

At 8:45 the wind had dropped to about 
five knots at-the Highlands. -A few light 
could be seen on the water off 
he beach. After drifting about the bay 
for nearly an hour, the Vigilant was 
obliged to take a tow line from a passing 
tug and passed out the Narrows 

the Earl of Minto, Governor-Gencral of 
Canada, and Lady Minto, who are, guests 
of Sir Roderick Cameron, drove down to 
the quarantine wharf at 8 o'clock: where 
they boarded the steamboat © Governor 
Flower, which proceeded down the bay to 
intercepi: Commedore Morgan's steam yacht 
Corsair.

The Shamrock, in tow of the tue James 
A. Lawrence, was preparing to hoist main- 
sail at §°30. 

At 8:45 the Shamrock's tug Lawrence 
came alongside, and took a line from the 
big green racer. The mooring was cast off 
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land the Shamrock started for the tightship. 

Just before she Jeft her moorings the crew 
began hoisting the big main sail. Five min- 
utes after the Shamrock started, the Co- 
Ivmbia was also taken in tow by a@ tug 
and followed her rival out by the Hook. 

The Shamrock’s main sais was weii up by 
the time she had got past the point, and 
the crew immediately began sending the big 
club top sail aloft. This sail was also set 
in quick time. 

The Columbia’s main sail took longer to 
Set and it was not until she was two miles 
off the point of the Hook that the crew be- 
gan the work of sending aloft her club top 
sail. The Columbia was about half a mile 
astern of the Shamrock as they proceeded 
Out to the lightship. 

At 9:16 the wind was still light from the 
west southwest, although frequent puffs 
could be felt scurrying out to the sea. The 
haze had cleared sufficiently to enable the 
observer at the Highlands to faintly discern 
nt ngsaata Hook Lightship, eight miles dis- 

nt. 

Half an hour after the two latest con- 
testants for the America’s cup passed out 
for the day’s contest the yacht that orig- 
inally brought this trophy to these shores 
also left her anchorage inside the Hook. 
The America, in her white dress, cut but 
little figure beside the majestic proportipns 
of the two iatest rivals for the cup. fr 
old cup defender Vigilant ran ut ahead 
of the two newer boats with her working 
top sail set to enable the skippers on both 
boats to judge as to the direction and ve- 
locity of the wind. 

Apparently owing to the uncertainty as 
to the starting point, and of the course. 
both the yachts were towed out to the 
lightship with a club top sail set over main 
Sails, the Shamrock arriving there first 
about 9:50, with the Columbia about a mile 
behind. 

The two big racers were accompanied out 
to the lightship by a number of newspaper 
tugs and the Associated Press yacht 
Wanda. ' 

About 10 o’clock the Erin, with a large 
party on board, left her anchorage inside 
the Hook and Started after the two yachts.

FIRST STEP IS TO. FORCE HIM TO 
SUPPORT ADMINISTRATION. 


It Will Be Announced That McKinley 
Is Shaping His Philippine Pol- 
icy on the Admiral’s 
Suggestions. 


From Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—The Post-DtIs- 
patch representative is able to state posi- 
tively .@m information that comes to him 
straight from the inner circle of the Admin- 
istrationg# managers and friends that plans 
have bé@A laid and are already being car- 
ried out to force Admiral Dewey's hand 
and constrain him to give his support to 
Mr. McKinley. 

The first step tn the programme was tak- 
en when the President conferred with the 
Admiral on the Philippine situation. The 
next etep will be to give it out to the 
country that the President fully recognizes 
and shares the universal confidence in the 
Admiral’'s judgment on the situation in the 
Philippines. 

The President will be announced as join- 
ing in the popular opinion that Dewey is 
the man of all men who best understands 
and is most competent to deal with the 
complications in our new Asiatic posses- 
gions. Therefore it will be proclaimed to 
the country that the President will here- 
after be guided by Admiral Dewey iff shap- 
ing his course ih the Philigpines. 

In short, the whole Philippine branch of 


the Administration's business is to be 
turned over to the Admiral to manage. 
_ he advises the Administration will

And, at the proper moment, if the Admir- 
@le consents to accept 
the programme, which 
ley hopes to thrust upon 
will be sent out as Governor-Genera! of the 
Philippines, with full power to bring the 
war to an honorable termination as speedily 
as he can, and on such terms as, in his 
own judgment, are most expedient. 

That is the Administrations programme 
for the elimination of Dewey from the 
Presidential field tn 180, as agreed upon in 
the secret councils of its managers. Every- 
thing that concerns the Philippines from 
this time out will be referred to the Ad- 
tmiral.

Present High Prices Cause Some Hesi- 
tation in Buying for Fu- 
ture Needs. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—Reviewing the 
Situation in the iron and metal trade, the 
Iron Age says to-day: 

Interest continues to center in the pig 
iron market, in which there is accumu- 
lating evidence of the fact that the en- 
tire product up to the summer of 1900 will 
be urgently needed. The event of the week 
has been the purchase by the leading Chi- 
cago interest of about 100,000 tons of. Besse- 
mer pig in the valleys and elsewhere for 
delivery during the first half of 1900. In 
addition to these sales a leading interest 
in Pittsburg has taken 8,000 tons, delivery 
to begin at once, and a valley plant has 
contracted for 20,000 tons for the first 
half. Altogether, at least 175,000 tons have 
been sold in the Central West during the 
week. 

In foundry irons the demand continues 
quiet, active and, while occasionally new 
firms are seeking buyers for future deliv- 
ery at some concessions, the market is 
strong for the whole of ‘the (first six 
months of 190, Producers are quite. gen- 
erally behind in deliveries, and the scarcity 
of spot iron continues. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that during the course of the winter 
the furnaces will be able to catch up. 

There is a report that some Southern 
iron is being oftered to be returned from 
bon gland. 

It looks as though the reports of sales 
of English low phosphorous pig had been 
exaggerated, so far as their magnitude is 
concerned. Well Informed parties in the 
trade are unable to trace more than about 
GUO tons. We need a sale of §00 tons 
of Eastern low phosphorous pig at $26.75 at 
furnace * 

The Steel situation is a rather perplexing 
one. One very large consuming interest 
has been forced to lay idJe a number of 
plants, and is reported to be drawing quite 
heavily on stocks of manufactured goods. 
This is reputed to be partly due to slow 
deliveries of steel contracted for. It is the 
impression in the trade that large consum- 
ing interests have contracted for billets 
for next year's delivery to an extent far 
greater than is generally supposed. Re- 
port has it that two recent central con- 
tracts call for close to 200,.000.tons. The 
price basis for a good deal of the stee! 
being contracted for next year is about 


». 

This ts in line with what !s being done 
in the steel rails. Last week the makers 
had a conference in this city, the result of 
which was that $3 East and West is 
being named on orders for next year. 

It is estimated that the total tonnage 
already booked for next year {is about 
0.000 tons, about equally divided between 
Eastern and Western mills. -This includes 
some recent Western orders, among which 
may be mentioned 10,000 tons for the Chk 
cago, Burlington & Quincy and 3.000 tons 
for the St. Paul Railroad. The great trunk 
lines east of Chicago have as yet placed 
no orders, nor have the majority of the 
railroads arranged for their requirements. 

Negotiations with the Pennsylvania and

to absorb large quantities of bars and car 
material. The ILllinois Steel Company de- 
nies that it has entered into contract with 
the ‘Pressed Steel Company for 400 tons of 
plates per day. 

While in large lines a fair part of the 
1900 requirements are being placed, the 
reports come from the general and smaller 
trade that the present prices are causing 
some hesitation in buying for the future. 
It seems that many are beginning to see 
that it is the best policy to await develop- 
ments.

MONTGOMERY. CITY, Mo., Oct. 5.— 


who were killed by Charles Rankin Tues- 
day evening, as related in these dispatches 
yesterday, were buried this afternoon in 
one grave in the church yard on the county 
road, near the village of Belle Flower. 

The miniecter who married them at this 
place ahd bade them godspeed on what he 
thought presaged a long and happy jour- 
ney, asked heaven’s blessing at the grave, 
and thus closed the ill-fated chapter in.the 
lives of the young people that he had begun 
shortly befare with the marriage ceremony. 

The tragic death of Waiker and his wife 
made the parents of the girl forgetful of 
thé dislike the¥ had shown for Walker in 
, life, and the double funeral was held from 
the Gochorn home place. 

All residents of the county who could 

— leave their harvesting followed the hearse 
to the church yard, for Frank and Maud, 
as the bride and groom were known, and 
will ever be referred to, were liked through- 
out the. length and breadth of the county, 
and the terrible manner in which they met 
death made ail their friends feel the gr-ef 
of -kinfolks. 

To-day’s funeral ends the tragedy. The 
murderer and suicide, Rankin, wus carted 
away from the piace of the crime in a 
ceal box yesterday afternoon and dumped 
into a hole in the ground, in the same con- 
dition in which the searchers for the mur- 
derer found h.m at the gate of the Cook 
Place Tuesday night. He was buried with- 
out shroud and without ceremony. 

But there is sympathy even for Rankin 
in this tender-hearted community, now that 
the \.orrifying shock that came with the 
first information of the crime has passed, 
fo" since folks have begun to analyze his 
act, charity bids them admit that he was 
impelled by an overpowering impulse, bred 
by fiery love for a woman and insane 
hatred for his successful rival. 

Rankin loved Maud Goshorn from school- 
days and hope buoyed this love until, just 
an hour before the tragedy, it was rudely 
shattered by the boy’s own father, who 
told him that ‘Maud and Frank’’ had been 
married. 

Then the boy calmly made preparations 

= for as deliberate a piece of life-taking as 
man ever committed. 

That all may clearly understand the 
elements in this tale of tragedy, the story 
had best be related chronologically.

NOW SHE IS IN THE CITY JAIL. 


An Effort of a Former Country Girl to 
Get Into the Gay and Wretched 


Life of a Big City. 


Mattie Wickerham, 22 years old, is another 
of those misguided girls who come to a big 
city from the country and finding the life 
of a servant too full of monotony, embarks 
upon a career that leads inevitably to a 
place behind prison bars. 

This girl is now a prisoner at the Four 
Courts. She is charged with having stolen 
clothing to the value of $75 from a former 
employer. She admits her guilt and will 
be prosecuted. 

Until three years ago Mattie Wickerham 
lived on a farm near De Soto, Mo. Her 
mother died when she was a child. Her 
father was a tenant farmer and she grew 
up among relatives. Her education did not 
amount to much and her intellect Was not

of a high order. She read with interest 
the few novels telling of life in a great 
city. The dull, humdrum on the farm palled 
upon her.

She saw 
life, but was not permitted to enter it : 

She did not intend to enter upon a sin- 
ful career. She just drifted into it. She 
didn’t really realize that she was leading 
one, and now that she is behind the bars 
she is Just beginning to feel that she made 
a mistake. Yet she does not weep, us 
some women would do, She hangs her head 
and answers ali questions with a dull jook 
in her eyes and in a sullen, dejected tone.
